THE HONGKONG TRAMWAYS. 


A Trip to Shankiwan. 


Yesterday afternoon the ropresentatives 
of tho local press were taken for a trip on 
one of the electtic trams. © Making a start 
from Arsenal Street the cars sped aviftly 
along the Praya and made excellent pro- 
gross, All tho sharp turny were made 
without the alighest trouble, the car, in the 
matter of spoed regulation, responding 
readily to the hand of the motor-man.
